The  class  to  which  a pbstofflce 
belongs  depends  npon  the  receipts 
of  the  office.  The  salary  of  the 
postmaster  fluctuates  with  “trade” 
and  each  year  the  salary  for  tbo 
coming  year  Is  announced  'rom 
tbe  Postotllce  Department  by  the 
“Postal  Qnlde”  Issued  In  January. 

First  and  second-class  postmas- 
ters have  the  largest  salaries  and 
tbe  easiest  times,  as  tbe  govern- 
ment owns  or  rents  the  buildings 
occupied  and  pays  all  expenses  of 
clerk  hire,  fuel,  janitors,  etc. 

Third  and  fourth-class  postmas- 
ters furnish  their  own  offices  anc. 
clerks,  the  former  being  given  an 
allowance,  which  Is  about  half  as 
much  as  reqnlrcdto  meet  expen- 
ses, but  the  latter  class  receives  no 
assistance  whatever.

No  question  ot  profonnder  inter- 
est ever  challenged  the  attention 
of  this  conference,  or  lodeed,  of 
any  other.
